The Conmittee discussed the new form for Release of MS to SHAPE 
and SACLANT (refer to paragraph Hi of NIS Committee Meeting No. 163). The 
Any member said his Agency was concerned over the release of N TS to S ACLANT. 
The Air Force member added that his Agency’s Interpretation of MHBwas at 
variance with its use in the new form. Further discussion led the Chairman 
to suggest a meeting of Any, Navy and Air Force representatives to resolve 
these matters. The Any member agreed to call an early meeting for this 
purpose. 


7. OCB Request for MS

(Iran) were distributed to the members of the Committee. The State member 
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reported that Section 1$ had been sent in end Section l£ was being rewritten. 

Array reported Section 12 was in final editing at Engineer a, and G—2 would 
get it out on Monday, Sections IS and 19 are expected this week, 

10 0 NIS Questionnaire 

The Chairnan requested a progress report from the Agencies on replies 
to the NIS Questionnaire which are due by 15 larch (refer to NIS Coranitto© 

Meeting No, 158). All members, except the Air Force member, reported most of 
their replies were in. The Air Force member said that only a few replies had 
been received to date and that he would look into the reason for the delay, 
subsequently reported that the Air Force had not sent out the Questionnaire 
until 23 Februai^. 

The Chairman reminded the members that each Agency could make an 
independent analysis of replies to the Questionnaire from its am Service, but 
that copies of all replies from all Agencies should be made available to tho 
Chairman so that a complete analysis could be made by CIA for the benefit of 
the NIS C ommi ttee and the participating Agencies. 

11, Revised Outline for Section 38 

The Army member reported that the Signal Corps was still working on 
the revised Outline and Outline Guide for Section 38 ( Iblecoasrruiri, cations ) 
required by the discontinuance of Supplement IU (refer to NIS Committee Meeting 
No. 163). In reply to the Chairman's question as to the final Supplement III 
to be printed, he said that the Signal Corps had several in advanced production 
which should be published, following which the revised Section 38 Outline would 
be used,, 

12, USSR Biographies 

The State member reported progress on the USSR Biographies being 
prepared for NIS 26. He stated there would be 675 individual biographies $ 
of these 356 are being reviewed, 238 are in final stages of editing, and 
81 are still in the research stage. He said that there would be a problem of 
classification since some of the biographies are "TOP SECRET" * 

The Committee agreed that such classification was unrealistic, since 
it would prevent proper use of the published material. It was the consensus 
that an overall classification of "CONFIDENTIAL" was desirable. 2he State 
member agreed to investigate the problem further and report his findings to 
the Committee at the next meeting. 

13, Correction 

The Army member requested that Item NIS Committee Meeting No. 26k, 
be corrected to indicate that the NIS elements which the Department of Agriculture 
now requires under its letter of justification dated 13 January 19$h is not the 
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same as tlie list of NIS elements authorized under IAC D-45A2 (Part H) 
dated January 1 954* He stated that Amy acceptance of Agriculture’s 

justification for continued receipt of NIS applied only to the now list of 
required NIS elements, and these axe as follows, for all NIS Area as
